Chicago, Aug. 14.—Joseph F, Prit- 
shard, the Hearst specialist on the 
wheat ¢market. says:—The govern- 
ment August crop report was a sur 
prise in some ways, as the. winter 
wheat vield of 432,920,000 bushels was 
larger than the most ardent bears 
dared to hope for, and an indicated 
spring wheat crop of 292,090,000 bush- 
els placed the total at 725,000,000 Jush 
els, compared with 664,602,000 bushels 
harvested last year. 

The average yield of winter wheat 
was placed at 15.5 as compared with 
14.4 in 1908. The quality is 90.3 or 2 
per cent better than last year. J 

The indicated corn crop of 2,946,006,- 
000 bushels, with a condition of 54.4 
against 89.3 a month ago, shows that 
the acreage is enormous, as the de- 
terioration for the month has beea 
marked, and further deterioration will 
be shown September Ist unless the 
corn belt is blessed with a thorouga 
wetting down, as ‘‘firing” was again 
reported in a1) Aecatit yesterday.
